Hoover Spurts in Ilinois. 


Early returns from Chicago indicated a tremendous Smith trend but 
later reports from the Illinois metropolis reduced the lead of the Democratic 
Presidential candidate considerably, so considerably as to lead to predictions 
that he would lose Illinois by a big majority. When the country distircts 
of the State began to be heard from and Governor Smith’s plurality in 
Chicago was estimated as not exceeding 100,000, the political forecasters 
made confident claims that Hoover would get the twenty-nine electoral 
votes of Minois by a large plural * 

Illinois is similar to New York State in political elections, in that the 
heavy Democratic vote in Chicago and the heavy Democratic vote in New 
York City frequently enter into a battle with what is known as 
Downstate Illinois and Upstate New York, where rural communities furnish 
a solid foundation of Republican strength.

Me Made Scores of Speeches in Late 
Campaign, Stressing Tariff, Pro- 
hibition and Farm Relief. 


- Senator Charles Curtis, Vice Presi- 
dent-elect, is the first man of Indian 
‘amcestry to reach so high a place 
in Government affairs. He was 
elected at the end of One of the most 
strenuous campaigns ever waged by 
@ candidate on a national ticket. 

There was hardly a day since his 
nomination in June that he did not 
speak in public. It was not unusual 
for him to make six speeches in one 
day, and once—on Sept. 19—he made 
fourteen. His voice showed’ the 
strain so badly, that at the end he 
was talking, despite medical warn- 
ing that he might be injuring his 
vocal cords beyond repair. He was 
known in the Senate for the brevity 
and rarity of his addresses, but, be- 
cause he was a veteran campaigner 
and Mr. Hoover was more or less 
politically inexperienced and was 
making few speeches, it was Neces- 
sary for the Senator to make more 
than his share of addresses. 

In the campaign Senator Curtis 
once more gave evidence of his party 
regularity, a trait which  distin- 
guished him from the very beginning ; T 
of his political career. He came ihto 
Congress first as a Representative 
in 1892 from the Fourth Kansas Dis- 
trict, where he had been practicing 
law. His home city is Topeka. Near 
by, on the Kaw Indian reservation, 
he was born on Jan. 25, 1860. His 
mother was a half-bréedIndian, the 
daughter of Princess Julfe of the 
Kaw tribe. His father ‘traced his 
American ancestry back to 1621. 

Charles Curtis was brought up by 
his Indian grandmother on the res- 
ervation until he was eight years of 
age.

The history of the natural gas in- 


50 | dustry in 1927 was similar to that of 


the petroleum industry; as a record 
output was marketed at reduced 
prices, says the United States Bureau 


7 of Mines. 


The total amount of natural.gas 
produced and delivered to consumers 
in the United States in 1927, the bu- 
reau points out, amounted to’ the 
huge total of 1,445,428,000,000 cubic 
feet, an increase over 1926 of 132,409,- 
000,000 cubic feet, or 10 per cent. 

During the year 184,000,000. cubic 
feet of gas was piped to Canada and 


2| Mexico, which, when deducted from 


the total production, leaves 1,445,244,- 
000,000 cubic feet as the total amount 
of natural gas consumed within the 
United States in.1927. The value of 
the gas per thousand cubic ‘feet at 
the wells decreased from 9.5 cents in 
1926 to 8.8 cents in 1927, and at 
points of consumption from 22.9 cents 
1926 to 22 cents in 1927. 

In°1927 there were 3,984,000 domes- 
tic consumers of natural gas in the 
United States, who used in thet year 
a total of 296,036,000,000 cubic feet of 
natural gas. This represents an in- 
crease in the number of domestic 
consumers of 253,000, or 7 per cent., 
but an increase in total consumption 
of only 2 per cent. The average con- 
sumption per domestic consumer was 
lower for the fifth successive year, 
and in 1927 amounted to.

Richard Strauss’s last opera, ‘‘Die 
Aegyptische Helena,’’ the libretto by 
Huge von Hoffmannsthal, was given 
its American premiére by the Metro- 
politan Opera Company last night. 
The 6pera was first performed June 
6 last in Dresden, with Elizabeth 
Rethberg .in- the title - part... The 
second performance was given in 
Vienna June 11, when Mme. Jeritza 
was the Helen. It is claimed, and 
theré ‘are quoted cablegrams to sup- 


port ‘the “contention, “that Strauss} 


wrote the opera for Mme. Jeritza. 
New York saw last night not only 
the Vienna impersonation of Helen, , 
but, according to report, the Vienna 
stage version of the opera. If this 
is so, it must be remarked that it 
wag the Dresden version—according 
to eyewitnesses—and not that of 
Vienna, whith followed precisely, the 
stage prescriptions of Strauss’s li- 
bretto, as the Metropolitan does not 
do. What it does do is to present 
to the eye some scenes and costumes 
of a  semi-classic, semi-fantastic 
gorgeousness; a libretto which is 
somewhat rambling and dramatically 
futile, and a score that runs for one 


act with plausible routine, and aj the 


second act that is sheer emptiness, 
the whole being signed by a com- 
poser of international reputation, 
Betting of Palace and Desert. 
The Metropolitan production, 
which, thanks to cuts which mutilate 
text, but which are on the whole 
well advised, lasts only a little longer 
than two hours. That is long 
enough for a Metropolitan audience 
on election night to gaze upen Mme. 
Jeritga, in a setting of palace and 
desert, and to carry away with it 
any and all of the felicities of 
Strauss’s score. He is not. wholly to 
be blamed if he found himself help- 
less before the redundancies and. fu- 
tilitiés of the text of Hoffmannsthal. 
This text, as we know, tells a tale 
of which the background is the 
Egyptian variant—or variants—of 
the age-old legend of Helen of Troy. 
This version is as-old, at least, as 
the Greek poet, Stesichorus; it was 
known to Herodotus, to Horace, to 
a dozen other minor authors of an- 
tiquity, and to Buripides, who cast 
it in its most significant and memor- 
able form in his ‘‘Helena.” ‘This is 


the strange and fascinating concep- 
ide of. two Helens: the one a phan- 
tom sent by vengeful to deceive 
the Greeks and ruin Troy, the other 
the real Helen, driven by celestial 
agencies to the sheltering land of 
Egypt, where she lived, ‘secu 
rded, for many years, wun } 
enelaos, returning from the sack 
of Troy, discovered her and took her 
baetk to the Spartan throne.

Dempsey has ben known in. the

Comparisons, Wise and Otherwise. 


But about contests between horses and men. Man is 
the hardiest animal of all, That has been demonstrated 
time and again. He can outlast a horse, an elephant, 
a greyhound or any other animal that might. be 
named. He can do more things, cover more ground 
and stand more punishment. That is, under certain 
conditions and over a period oi time. 


Our fastest sprinters, for instance, would stand no 
chance of beating a cheetah or hunting leopard in a 
short-distance race. An antelope is supposed to be 
able to shuffle along at the rate of forty miles an 
hour for some minutes at a time. Elephants are not 
fancy sprinters, but when they start to trek across 
country they set records that many other animals 
would envy. Certainly an elephant could beat a man 
at any distance through the jungle. But put the 
cheetah, the antelope, the elephant and a good mara- 
thoner on a clear road, and the man, unless the chee- 
tah took a bite out of him at the starting post or the 
elephant happened to step on him, would be a sure 
winner in an endurance contest. 

The suggestion to inveigle bike riders into contests 
with foot-runners ia the hope of exterminating the 
bike riders wouldn’t work out. No‘ if the race were 
on the level. But a foot-runner should be able to beat 
a bike rider in a 150-yard dash provided. the race 
started at the foot of the Washington Monument and 
proceeded on a corrugated cpiral up the stairs inside.

SOUTHERN BANKER SUICIDE. 


Ed C Cornish of Paim Beach Is 
Found Dead in New Orleans Hotel. 


NEW ORLEANS, La., Nov. 6 (2%. 
—Although Ed C. Cornish, wealthy 
Southern banker, left two farewell 
notes to his wife in the hotel room in 
which his body was found late last 
night, New Orleans authorities today 


were without a definite reason for 
the suicide. * 

One of the notes asserted that ‘a 
few years added to or substracted 
from eternity make no difference, 
and another declared he was leaving 
an estate of about $370,000 to his 
widow and $38,500 to his daughter, 
and urged them to invest the money 
wisely. 

Cornish was President of the First 
American Bank and Trust Company 
of West Palm Beach, Fia., which was 
closed in June, and was associated 
with banks in Little Rock, Ark., from 
1900 until 1924. He disposed of his 
holdings in the American Southern 
Trust Company of Little Rock, while 
serving as its President, in 1924, to 
accept the presidency of the Nation- 
al Cotton Seed Products Corporation 
of Memphis. From there he went to 
Palm Beach.
